Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  up  slightly  from  April,  1959,  and  MaB/-,  1953, 

There  were  856  producers  on  the  market  for  Viay,  1959,  x>rhich  is  3 more 
than  April,  1959,  but  53  less  than  in  My  a year  ago.  Average  production  per  farm, 
per  day  was  520  pounds  for  May,  1959.  Daily  farm  production  for  April,  1959,  ana 
Hay,  1953,  was  365  pounds  and  5o6  pounds,  respectively.
